For this rea­ 
son and others, wise theologians de­ 
nounce mere good works as a means 
of salvation.

narrative.

“AL” JENNINGS. 
Atphonso J. Jennings first saw the 
Ught of day in a deserted 
school 
house in Virginia, where his moth ir 
had t1^>d to escape a battle raging in 
the vicinity between the forces of 
the North and South. 
His father, wj»o at the time the v ^r 
broke out was operating a large plan­ 
tation Just over the Tennessee line, 
felt that his home would soon be in 
the line of battle and advised his 
wife to-flee for her mother’s home !n 
Virginia. 
She started on her Journey 
when the fortune* of war forced h‘*r 
to seek ijheirer in the ttosorted build­ 
ing. Meanwhile the elder Jennin is, 
being by profession lawyer, surteon 
nnd clergyman, turned the plantation 
into a field hospital and enlisted at 
a surgeon in a Virginia regiment. 
Time flew by and the war passed. 
"Judge” Jennings, as he woe known, 
moved to Manchester, Ohio. 
After a 
trivial quarrel Al ran away 
from 
home and drifted west. In Oklahoma 
he was noticed as a small boy by 
Jim Stanton, a ranchman, who ’ook 
the youngster home with him ;*nd 
proreeded to make a man out of ilm. 
Time again made several chanco# 
in the life and habits of the Jennings 
family and "Judge” Jennings and the 
other four children (three boys nnd a 
girl) settled in Oklahoma, where Al 
was a practising lawyer with a notch* 
ed gun stock. 
In 1889 Al Jennings opened a law 
office in Oklahoma City, but compe­ 
tition was so keen there that he 
moved to El Reno, where in 1882 he 
was elected 
county 
attorney 
for 
A nadian county. 
When his term as county attorney 
had expired, he went to Woodward to 
visit his father, who was then prac­ 
ticing law; in that town. 
While there 


Temple Houston, son of General Sam 
Houston, which resulted in the slay­ 
ing of Ed Jennings. Al’s brother, by 
Houston and one Jack I-ove. 
The slayers were acquitted in a 
trial for murder and 
Al 
Jennings 
htarted óéC fo secure justice himself? 
Summoning his brother. Fred, from 
Kansas City. A] took to the trail and 
threw in his lot with the remnants of 
the famous Dalton gang, then operat­ 
ing under the title of the "Long Rid­ 
ers." from Duck Creek county in the

Through 
loyalty 
to

Hlders," Jennings refused to ctoar 
himself of a charge of robbery which 
had been lodged against him by some 
of Houston’s friends, and /bis re­ 
sulted in bis being declared an out­ 
law. 
For a time Lae engaged In a aedes 
of train iMbberle# and in 
October. 
1897, iu company with his brother :,nd 
some of the ‘ I^ong Riders." he held 
up a Rook Island train near Chick- 
ashn, Oklahoma, and brought down 
a large ftosse on Hie band. 
On December t, 1887, the robbers 
engaged in battle with the forcos of 
!sw and order at the Spike R ran>'h 
on Duck Creek, from 
which 
they 
ihade a miraculous escape in the face 
of « withering rifle fire from hundreds 
of deputies 
They were finally betrayed and t»!»* 
tured, badly wounded, by Deputy Mar­ 
shal "Bud" Ledbetter, n famous office!* 
of those times. #nd Al waR sentenced 
to prison for life for robbing the 
United States mall, which it v m af­ 
terwards proven he did not do. 
His sentence was cut short after 
three years and four months ny a oar- 
don from President McKinley, through 
the good offices of Mark Hanna, who 
had 
become interested In his case. 
When Theodore Roosevelt came in’O 
office he gave Jennings back his cit­ 
izenship. 
, 
The ex-bandit went back to Okla­ 
homa and started to regain his good 
name ar^i law practice. He was elec­ 
ted to the office of county attorney for 
the second time and later ran for 
governor, being defeated by a slight 
margin. 
He became converted to Christianity 
and in 1916 came East aa an evange­ 
list, making many frienda and con­ 
verts. 
he became engaged in a quarrel vith^ 
He ia now a prominent resident of 
Oklahoma and a power for clean pol­ 
itics. His regeneration has been com­ 
plete and he live# for the purpose of 
cleaning up the state and putting its 
government on a firm basis. 
Those who knew Jennings both aa 
a bandit and lawyer in the old days 
are perhaps his staunchest admirers. 
Friend and foe alike agree that the 
dynamic force of the ex-outlaw\ now 
diverted into worthwhile 
channels, 
will make him one of the foremost 
figures in the history of the state.
